be planned right from the 
start to take in the special 
needs of full day 
Kindergarten and their 
after-hour requirements,” 

The province has man¬ 
dated full-day Kindergarten 
be implemented in stages 
and wUl be in every Ontario 
school by 2015, based on a 
report that says children 
benefit from early learning 
opportunities, setting them 


up for success in future 
years, right through to post¬ 
secondary education. 

“We’re thrilled about the 
government support to 
enhance these programs,” 
said principal Marian 
Reimer-Friesen. 

The design for 
Crossroads Public School, 
to be built on Niagara Stone 
Road at Line 2, includes 
four rooms for early learn¬ 
ing, suitable for day care 
and Kindergarten classes.

All quiet on election front 


E lection campaigns tend to be 
exciting and interesting times 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

It’s not unusual to have 16 or more 
candidates vying for eight council 
chairs, and three candidates for 
mayor. 

And this year, word is the 
October’s election for trustees, at a 
time when education concerns are 
forefront in NOTL, could include a 
slate of several candidates from 
town. There are already two from 
NOTL who have signed up —incum¬ 
bent Lynn Campbell and Barry 
Wilding, who was a trustee many 
years ago. 

But for the most part, potential 
candidates are keeping their plans 
quiet, unless for some reason there 
is a dearth of people willing to run 
for office. 

At this point we have Tom 
Braybrook and Dave Eke who have 
announced they will both run for 
mayor, but incumbent Gary 
Burroughs, although he has said 
several times he will make his deci¬ 
sion public soon, has yet to 
announce his intentions. 

Dave Lepp, our regional councillor, 
let it be known early on he would 
seek re-election to regional council, 


wanting to make others aware of his 
intentions so they could make their 
decisions. 

As far as the eight council posi¬ 
tions up for grabs, only newcomer 
Pat McCann, disgusted over the way 
the town taxes property owners and 
spends their money, has put his hat 
in the ring. 

But none of our town councillors 
has indicated, officially at least, 
whether they plan to run for office 
again or turn the town over to a new 
council table. 

We'd love to hear from a few more 
political wannabees, but likely any 
newcomers are waiting to see how 
many seasoned representatives will 
seek re-election before they come 
forward with their own intentions. 

It will be summer soon—although 
the warm weather makes it seems 
like it arrived early—and maybe 
potential candidates want to enjoy 
the season before beginning to cam¬ 
paign in earnest. 

When they do, there will be no 
shortage of issues. Schools, maybe 
jet boats, taxes of course, the ongo¬ 
ing discussions of Project Niagara— 
as we said, it will be interesting 
times in NOTL. We look forward to 
hearing from candidates.

The position as Niagara-on- 
the-Lake's Chief Administrative 
Officer is not a 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.

The soon-to-be Virgil resident 
took over as the Town's chief 
administrator on June 7 after 
Don Smith's short stint at the 
position and he is ready to get 
out into the community. 

“I think it's a necessity for me 
as administrator of a municipal¬ 
ity to really understand the 


uniqueness of the community 
and to understand what's hap¬ 
pening throughout the town,” he 
said, adding that he wants to get 
out and meet residents whether 
it be through his childrens' 
sports teams or weekend events. 

Galloway, a former CAO and 
municipal clerk for the 
Township of Essa in Simcoe 
County, said he wants to be here 
for the long haul and is ready to 
meet plenty of new faces. 

“This opportunity came up to 
live in a beautiful, historic town 
that my family and I visit quite 
often so I decided to pursue it, 
and here I am,” he said with a 
smile from his office inside 
Town Hall. 

He's currently in the midst of 
settling into his new community 
and already Galloway and his 
wife Holly are talking about 
future plans for raising their 
family and what he wants to do 
in order to better the town. 

“I knew my next opportunity 
had to be a long-term venture 
where my two boys can safely 
grow up,” said the father of two 


young boys. 

Coming into the position,

Although he's held the

Dr. Reimer adds, “The result will be reduced hospitalizations for heart 
disease, lower wait times and improved access to treatment.’’ 

Dr. Karen Berti, also of the Niagara-on-the-Lake Hospital, agrees. She 
looks forward to having a cardiac treatment facility in Niagara. “There is 
no doubt that this new cardiac service is urgently needed in our region,” 
says Dr. Berti. “I participated in a committee in 2001 when St. Catharines 
was approved for a new catheterization unit, but there was no space 
in the existing facilities so it was deferred until the new hospital was 
built.” 

When the new hospital opens in 2013, we will have, for the first time, a 
dedicated 7,000 square-foot Heart Investigation Unit to provide timely 
access to specialized cardiac services in our own region. 


The Heart Investigation Unit at the new St. Catharines Healthcare 
Complex will provide cardiac catheterization services -a minimally 
invasive procedure whereby health-care practitioners can view how the 
heart and blood vessels are working so that they can evaluate individual 
patient needs for other procedures. 

Both Dr. Berti and Dr. Reimer stress the importance of angiograms for 
diagnosing cardiac disease - especially for high risk patients. Currently, 
patients must go to Hamilton for angiograms. 

The development of a Heart Investigation Unit will enable the evolution 
of our current cardiology program with the vision to one day establish a 
larger Cardiology Division encompassing the full spectrum of care from 
prevention, diagnosis, intervention, follow-up care and research. 

Dr. Berti says, “The NHS has partnered with Hamilton Health Science’s 
cardiac program in planning for these new services based on Hamilton’s 
knowledge and expertise in this area. Current 
planning is focused on best practices in 
diagnosis and treatment, human resource 
requirements and a collaborative approach to 
cardiac care.

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
nurse Audrey Wall was cut¬ 
ting her grass one day when 
she decided she wanted to 
do something to make peo¬ 


ple more aware of ticks, 
how to remove them and 
how to distinguish the ones 
more likely to be disease 
carriers. 

Her six-year-old nephew 
had found a tick on his leg 
after a baseball practice in 
NOTL, and that led to a dis¬ 
cussion about how to 
remove them and the many 

about ticks, she said. 

Although people talk 
about using a match or 
petroleum jelly, there is 
only one way to safely 
remove a tick, she said, and 
that is with a good pair of 
tweezers that can get right 
up against the skin and pull 


the tick out without leaving 
part of the mouth behind. 

The mouth of the tick, she 
says, attaches itself through 
suction to the skin for a 
blood meal with little tiny 
pinchers. 

“They do get right down 
against the skin and really 
grip it, but at that point it 
can be quite tiny," she says. 

She suggests looking at it 
under a magnifying glass to 
ensure it’s all there, once 
you pull it out. 

Also important to note, 
she said, is that there are 
two kinds of ticks common¬ 
ly found locally. The dog 
tick is unlikely to cause dis¬ 
ease, although very rarely in 


this area it can carry Rocky 
Mountain Fever. 

The black-legged tick, 
more commonly known as 
the deer tick, is the one that 
can carry lyme disease. 

Check the internet for 
information and photos, 
she suggests. 

It takes 36 to 72 hours for 
the tick to have a full meal, 
and during that time it can 
grow from two millimetres 
across to five millimetres, 
about the size of a grape. 
The longer it has been feed¬ 
ing, the more likely it is to 
transmit disease through 
blood or saliva, she says. 

Research is varied about 
how likely a tick with lyme 


disease will be found in 
Southern Ontario, but glob¬ 
al warming and migrating 
birds are being cited as pos¬ 
sible causes in the increase 
of infected ticks and trans¬ 
mission of lyme. 

Any tick pulled out 
should be kept in a baggie, 
to be identified, she said, or 
take a photo of it and keep it 
filed. 

You should also keep an 
eye on the bite area, she 
says. 

It could develop a “bull's 
eye target,” she describes, 
but doesn’t always. 

Symptoms can develop 
within three to 30 days, and 
can include flu-like symp¬ 


toms such as muscle aches, 
fever, nausea, jaw pain and 
a stiff neck. 

If you’ve been out in long 
grass, sitting in it or walk¬ 
ing, it’s a good idea to check 
your body and your kids, 
and to get a family member 
to look at the areas you 
can’t see or reach, especial¬ 
ly while camping, when you 
might not be showering as 
often as you would at home. 

Ticks like “sweaty hot 
spots" such as armpits and 
groin creases, "and you’re 
not necessarily going to feel 
them. There is very little 
itching," Wall says.

Golf pro will have 
others swing for him 


This is the 17th year golf 
pro Rick Hill will take advan¬ 
tage of the longest day of the 

Canadian Cancer Society. 

But this year he will have 
others swing for him in an 
effort to hit more than 1,200 
balls. Although he has in the 
past been motivated by a long 
list of loved ones who have 
suffered from the disease, this 
year he is battling it himself. 

He hasn’t played for a 
while. Although he still gives 
the occasional lesson, it takes 
a lot out of him—he is weak¬ 
ened by chemotherapy and 
radiation and his doctor has 
warned him to take it easy. 

But he will be back at the 
Niagara Sports Practice 
Centre on Eastchester Ave. 
June 21, where he has a line¬ 
up of about 15 people who 
will hit the majority of the 
balls for him, although he 
plans to start off hitting a few 
himself at 9 a.m. 

Each year he targets a goal 
of $1,000, but each year he 
has hit more and raised more, 
totalling almost $35,000 in 
the last 16 years. 

He originally began 
fundraising in memory of a 
young family member who 
died of cancer at the age of 13. 
Since then, his mother, father 


and mother-in-law have all 
died of cancer, and he has a 
sister-in-law who has sur¬ 
vived and gone into remis¬ 
sion three times after bouts of 
cancer, and is battling it 

Hill discovered last August 
that he had an advanced 
stage of prostate cancer, and 
wasn't expected to survive 
the year, but at age 65, he is 
still fighting, and still going 
for treatment,. 

“The doctor told me treat¬ 
ment wouldn’t help but he 
didn’t know me. I just went to 
another doctor. So far every¬ 
thing they've tried has 
worked. People tell me I look 
great. They don’t know the 
batde going on inside me.” 

Hill says he has too much of 
a passion for life to die. 

“It you think about it, it will 
happen. I just keep as busy as 
possible. I’m not giving up.” 

About the help he will 
receive for his fundraising 
efforts, he says, “you don’t 
know how thrilled I am that 
people will come and do this 
for me. I'm just not physically 
able to do it” 

Hill hopes his supporters 
will stop by the driving range 
to say hello and to help his 
fundraising. He'll be there 
until 5 p.m.
